^ It seems there was an odor of coal 
oil, evidences 
the torch about 
each of the nunaerous fires. 
From the firebugs’ p osition, the 
first fire was a success, with one ex 
cep tion,the others, most fortunately, 
were failures, more or less, but the 
total am ount of the damage of one 
night of incendiarism is very great. 
In the . rowds which flock ed to 
the conflagrations the p ick p ock ets 
p lLgd tueir trade. 
The p olice were 
busy. 
Everyone was excited. 
It 
was an excellent op p ortunity. 
It 
seemed to be crim e’s night. 
And yet crL» ie did not achieve a 
great success. ^ 
T he firebugs 
forced largely 
to vacant buiIdin^iiS for 
fear of d e ­ 
tection, and their best laid p lans in 
m any instances went wrong. 
The 
firemen had their great battle with 
the 
first 
blaze, and, tired as they 
were, they managed to control the 
others without great loss. 
Whether it was the last final blow 
of the crook s, who think their day 
in Kansas City is at an end; w heth­ 
er it was the work of an insane man, 
or whatever exp lanation is to be of­ 
fered, there 
seems to be not the 
slightest 
doubt but that an effort 
was made last nigtit to reduce the 
business p ortion of Kansas City to 
ashes. 
While the dep artmenl; was busy 
fighting the fire, Chief liaie said; 
« ‘T nere is no doubt of the fact 
tha t firebugs are at work . 
None of 
the fires was near enough to have 
been caused by sp ark s.

Henry I. Sprague and Washington 
Vaneltine, and includes the Astors, 
the Webbs and President Depcw, of 
the New York Central railway . 
The 
concessions 
which

been granted by the administration 
are of the most ex tensive nature. 
The American projectors arc em­ 
powered to undertake the building 
of an intcroccanic railway and to 
establish a steamship line on the 
Atlantic coast to connect with New 
York. 
The sy ndicate may also organize 
banks in the republic, take meas­ 
ures to finance the foreign debt, col­ 
lect customs, administer the general 
finances, control the mining indus­ 
tries of the country and arrange for 
all immigration privileges. 
The congress will adjourn on Sat­ 
urday , 
The affairs of Honduras 
are progressing favorably , and the 
administration of President Bonilla 
is very strong. 


In Bristol 
2,200 human beings 
thrown upon the world. 
In Woon­ 
socket and Millville, R. I., 2,500 
people in distress, 
1,200 
out of 
work, say s the New York Journal in 
discussing the rubber trust. 
Since the trust acquired the plants 
in these places the Millville opera­ 
tives have averaged only one-third 
time, on reduced wages. 
In Woon­ 
socket the factory has been shut 
down about half the 
time, and 
wages have also 
been 
reduced. 
August 13; 18 9 6, the two big fac­ 
tories closed, ostensibly on account 
of the agitation for bimetallism,and 
several thousands of persons were 
left destitute. 
August 21, 18 9 6, for 
the same reason, the factory in New 
Haven was closed and 
1, 200 per- 
sons thrown out of work. 
In February of this y ear 500 
persons were deprived of employ ­ 
ment by the closing of the factory 
at Setaukct, L. I. 
At otner times 
three factories, 
employ ing 3,000 
persons, at New Brunswick, N. J., 
have been shut down, also one em­ 
ploy ing 7 00 person;,, at Colchester, 
Conn.; one employ ing 500 persons, 
at Franklin, x Vlass., and one em­ 
ploy ing 500 persons, at Milltown, 
N. J. 
In all these cases wages 
have been reduced by the trust so 
that the average wages of the em­ 
ploy es were not over 7 5 cents a day , 
and that only about one third of the 
time. 
Many of these factories 
have been torn down or sold, their 
machinery demolished 
in 
either 
case. 
All these towns have suf­ 
fered severely , and some of them 
have practically been destroy ed. 
Meanwhile, 
rubber shoes 
that 
before the 
trust’s formation cost 
the jobber 35 cents now cost 65 
cents a pair, an increase of nearly 
100 per cent; the public has to pay 
this, in addition to two profits 
more; and the trust has accumulated 
>5,000,000 more than it has dared 
divide. 
And such, we are assured, is the 
inevitable tendency of modern bus­ 
iness. 
If that is so, it will be inter­ 
esting to see how long it can con­ 
tinue before it comes into violent 
contact with the irresistible ten­ 
dency of the people to keep from 
starving to death.

D uring tlm travels of two Danish 
ofTieers in the Pamir eountry they 
met. among others, trilx’s wlio are 
still fire worshipers and totally nn- 
tdvilized in tlieir mode of life. 
The 
men of these trilies and even their 
animals are of very small size, the 
bulls and covrs being no larg er tlian 
a European foal, the donkeys ahoiit 
the size of a larg e dog , and the sheeq) 
about as larg e as a small poodle. T he 
use of money is unknown to them, 
and their onlv trade consists in the 
bartering of furs. Women are boug ht 
at the rate of five or six cows or 15 
sheep apiece. These natives are ver y

R esolved, T h a t as the constitu­ 
tion and the anti Pinkerton acts of

attorney to institute proceedings to 
test the right of T h om as N Vallins 
to hold office of chief of police

Not Be Precluded by the 
ern Naval M ethods. 
T he recent practice of Admiral 
Bruce’s scpiadron at Charleston in en­ 
deavoring to maintain a blockade, 
anil of the Vesuvius in attem pting to 
evade it, was, considering the small 
scale ill which it has hillierto been 
tried, instructive. 
T hat blockades arc still to form an 
im portant part of warfare was recent­ 
ly shown by Capt. ^lahan, who de­ 
voted an essay to f^tiidving the re- 
quirements for shutting u]) a hostilo 
lleet in its harbors or rendezvous and 
irevcniing it from escaping. 
In our civil war hloekaih» duty be­ 
came very import ant, througli the 
extent of the south Atlantic seaboard, 
and the numerous attem])ts to intro­ 
duce Rup|)lies to confederate ports and 
ake out cotton. 
Bermuda, Nassau, 
Havana, and Slatamoras were the four 
irincipal points that served as liases 
for the blockade runners, and Nas.^au, 
in the Bahamas, was the most used, as 
it was only 500 miles from SaYanuali, 
a little more from Charleston, and but 
570 from Wilmington, N. C., these 
three points being tlie chief seats of 
commerce on the eastern coast held 
by the confederates. Bermuda came 
next to Nassau, and its closest con­ 
nection was with Wilmington, 674 
miles away. 
At first, any available ve ssels were 
used, but soon light, swift low-lmlled 
steamers, often si de-wheelers, |>ai riled 
a dull gray or lead color, and so not 
easily visilde on the sea, were speedi­ 
ly built, as Prof. Soley has shown, and 
became the typical blockade runners 
fi’oin the Bahamas and the Bermudas.
